DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 6, 7, and 16-33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as to claim 6, patentability 
resides, at least in part, in the display portion being pivoted relative to the body portion in a plane that is 
generally parallel with the alphanumeric keyboard, in combination with the other limitations of the claim. 
With respect to claims 7 and 16-33, all claims are dependent upon claim 6 directly or indirectly and are 
thus allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
